W ASHING TO N, Jan. 13.— With the naval treaty vir­ 
tually completed the arms delegates are preparing to turn 
the conference spotlight on Shantung. 
It is now t h e expectation in conference circles that during 
the next few days the Shan tu ng negotiations will have the 
right of way while discussion of other fa r eastern subjects 
remains at a standstill. 
At their m eeting today the Japanese and Chinese groups 
reached an agreement for opening up th e entire K iachow 
leased territory to foreign trade and tomorrow they are to 
take up others of the collateral questions involved in re­ 
storation of t h e leasehold to China. 
In the naval negotiations only a few details considered 
more or less perfunctory remain to be arranged. An a g ree­ 
ment has b e e n reached regarding m ethods of scrapping, 
under which discarded battleships m a y be converted in 
some cases into airplane carriers and training ships and a 
final settlement relating to Pacific fortifications awaits 
a reply ex p ected hourly from Tokio.

W ASHINGTON, Jan. 13.— Senator McCormick of Illi­ 
nois announced tonight that he would introduce in the sen­ 
ate next week a resolution asking the state department to 
supply information in its possession on the financial af­ 
fairs of the European governments with particular refer­ 
ence to their expenditure for land armaments. At the same 
time Mr. McCormick issued a statement in which he criti­ 
cised those governments, especially France, for their re­ 
tention of so many men with the colors. 
He declared, 
with reference to their economic situation, that it was im­ 
possible to help them or any of them, until they abate their 
rivalries. 
The resolution will ask for a segregation of the ordin­ 
ary and extraordinary expenditures of those governments 
in order that the American people may have authoritative 
information regarding the exact causes of the chronic def­ 
icits of those powers.
